The activity of tho whisky forces In 
Lincoln county leads us to the belief 
that an effoK ia beinff made to nomi- 
nate a county ticket "wet” from top 
to bottom. It matters not whether an 
o.llcer ia for or airainst saloons if he at- 
tends to the dutiaa of the office, but if 
a ticket composed exalosieely of so-call- 
ed whisky men is named can it be elect- 
ed without rrsat trouble? In the face 
of a majority of 1,200 against saloons 
would it not be better to put on a few 
representatives of the “dry” element? 
Democrats who have the interest of the 
party at heart should ponder a little. 
llMee claiming to be democrats to bet- 
ter carry their point will do only what 
is to their personal interests. Hence 
it behooves the sober, thinking demo- 
crats— democrata from principle who 
are always desirous of democratic suc- 
cess~to use judgment in the making of 
a ticket which is to be voted on in Nov- 
ember, 1909. The whisky question has 
wrought political havoc in many coun- 
ties of Kentucky. Don’t let it do like- 
arise in Lincoln. The whisky democrata 
are entitled to and should receive rec- 
ognition but it ia unreasonable that 
they should demand the whole pie. 

The democrata of the House are plan- 
ning to'demand an investigation of the 
purchase of the Panama canal property 
and in conformity with this program 
Representative Rainey, of Illinois, in- 
troduced a resolution directing the 
speaker to appoint a committee of five 
to "ascertain’ how much of the $40,- 
000,000 which appears of record to have 
been paid to the French company, was 
really paid to that company. ” 

Representative Cox, of Indiana, 
says that the Democrats of Indiana will 
send a delegation to the next Democrat- 
ic National Convention instructed for 
Gov. Thomas Marshall for President. 
The enthusiastic Mr. Cox should re- 
member that it is a long time until an- 
other president is nominated and that 
his admiration for Indiana’s governor 
might decrease a whit in four years.

Representative A. D. James will con- 
test the election of last fall at which 
he was defeated for re-electon for Con- 
gress by R. Y. Thomas.
